Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Indiana State Board of Animal Health intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: The rule will amend requirements for the production, transportation, and processing of milk and milk
products, including updating matters incorporated by reference. Adds a requirement that Grade A farm bulk milk tanks
be equipped with automatic start-up equipment for cooling and agitation. Makes other substantive and technical changes
in the law of milk and milk products inspection.
